Isolated 24 Hours. 

Pensacola, which was cut off from 
coramunication with the outside world 
for more than 24 hours after the hur- 
ricane, blowing 100 miles an hour, had 
struck it, suffered $2,000,000 property 
damage, according to brief direct com- 
munications established late today. 

A telephone line was repaired to 
Mobile and over this a report was sent 
out telling of the escape of the resi- 
dents of the city. Previous reports. 
from railroad circles had said that 
there had been some loss of life in 
Pensacola and that railroad tracks had 
been washed out for some distance 
north of the city. The message de- 
‘scribed the destruction of the railroad’s 
depot and other property north of the 
city and estimated that it would be 
two days before trains could get 
through. 

The coast guard cutter Tallapoosa, 
which rode out the blow in Pensacola 
harbor, reported to the naval station 
here by radic that many vessels in 
the harbor were damaged, but no de- 
tails were given. The wharf front of 
the city was «aid to have been demol- 


ished. 
Loss in Mobile. 

Mobile, the jargest of the gulf cities 
visited by tiie hurricane, suffered prop- 
erty damage <stimated at several hun- 
dred thousand dollars, but dispatches 
said there had been no loss of life 
and no reports of persons seriously 
injured. Property losses consisted 
chiefly of unroofed structdres and con- 
sequent water damage to stocks of 
goods in business houses and to resi- 
dences. 

Mobile was.in the grip of the storm 
from 5 o’clock Monday morning until 
midnight Monday night, with the 
*zreatest wind velocity at miles 
an hour. The barometer reading was 
the lowest in the fifty years of the 
weather bureau station there. Trees 
and teleph®ne poles were blown down, 
making streets impassable and throw- 
ing some 3,000 telephones in the city 
out of service.

So effectively was the work 
earried om that by nightfall a con- 
siderable share of the total was in the 
bands of the Chicago chapter of the 
Red Cross, the official rdlief agency, 
and thousands more were pouring in 
py mail and messenger. 

A special meeting of the city council 
was held yesterday morning, at which 
4 message expressing the city’s grief 
and sympathy to the survivors was 
authorized, a list of various trades 


signed them, was made public, and 
Frederick H. Scott, acting president of 
the Association of Commerce, took ac- 


No sooner had the quota for the li- 
eensed money lenders been announced 


$1,250, was handed in by the chairman 
of the group, who had organized be- 
fore the meeting. They were ready, 
the chairman declared, to double their 
contribution if necessary. 

After the city council meeting, the 
fifty-five, trade division teams imme- 
diately started their work of collect- 
ing funds among the members of the 
Association of Commerce, which is act- 


ing as the official agent of the city ad- 
ministration, and will report dally to 
headquarters at 10 South La Salle 
street to tabulate their returns.

Plans of the or- 
ganization were facilitated by the coin- 
Gidence of their meeting here at the 
time of the Florida disaster. 

Authority to draw whatever sums 
they needed from the national organi- 
zation’s treasury, which will be aug- 
mented by contributions from 157*tem- 
ples in the United States, was given to 
A. A. D. Rahn of Minneapolis and 
Henry C. Heinz of Atlanta, Ga., who 
were commissioned to leave at once for 
Florida to participate in the emerg- 
ency relief. 

Less emphasis will be placed on pres- 
ent needs than on the work of rehabili- 
tation, it was announced. The Mystic

Indicative of the prosperity of the rail- 
roads as the result of this year’s record- 
breaking traffic is the August earnings 
Statement cof the Union Pacific, issued 
yesterday. Net operating income was 
$5,189,761, an increase of more than 60 
per cent over August, last year. Net 
income for the eight months this year 
totaled $20,432,787, an increase of more 
than 17 per cent over last year. August 
gross revenues were $20,025,637, a gain 
of more than 10 per cent over a year 
ago; while gross for the eight months 
was $127,943,170, an increase of more 
than 9 per cent over iast year. 

It is expected improvement in earnings 
‘will continues during the remainder of 
the year, but if net income for the last 
four months is only equal to the same 
period last year the full year’s earnings 
a be equivalent to $16.75 a share on
